We saw the splendid bravery of the little 
band who were slain at Ashbourne. In 
the great trial in London the whole British 
public heard the story of the coolness 
and cleverness of a handful of constabu- 
lary during those dramatic hours on 
the lonely coasts of Kerry. We have 
always been proud of our two Police 
Fordes, and in the hour of trial our pride 
was justified. This Fund appeals to our 
gratitude, and it appeals not less forcibly 
to our sense of duty and loyalty. If 
there was ever a time when loyal public 
opinion in Ireland ought to express itself, 
to organise itself, to stand solidly behind 
the symbols and instruments of law and 
order, that time is the present. The 
responsibilities of cur police, always 
oneious and exacting, were never heavier 
than they are to-day. For ten disastrous 
years they have been deprived deliberately 
of the sanctions of British power. They 
did their duty in the most discouraging 
circumstances; they were splendidly 
faithful to their salt. We may hope that 
the worst crime of Mr. Birrell’s régime— 


never be repeated ; but it behoves all law- 
abiding Irishmen to prove to the Irish 
police that their services are at least as 
highly valued, their fidelity at least as 
fully recognised today, as at any time 
in the history of the two Forces. The 
present Fund gives us all an excellent 
opportunity for such recognition. By sub- 
scribing to it we shall assure the Royal 
Irish Constabulary and the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police of our gratitude for their 
vecent work and our genuine interest in 
their claims and prospects, Already Lord 
Meath has done much whole-hearted 
spade-work, and the public Fund is started 
to-day with the substantial nucleus of 
£1,057. It is a good beginning, and we 
are confident that the readers of the 
Irish Times will be proud and glad to 
“ carry on.” 


Across the Danube. 


Though the crossing of the Danube by 
Rumanian forces was announced in both 
the Bukharest and the Berlin reports of 
Monday, its circumstances are still in- 
vested with a good deal of mystery. The 
first reports from both sides were singu- 
larly terse. The Rumanians announced 
that “our troops crossed the Danube be 
tween Rustchuk and Turtukai”; the Ger- 
mans that “south of Bukharest enemy 
troops have gained a footing on the right 
bank of the Danube.” The Sofia report 
of the same date, which came to hand yes- 
terday, says that “the enemy landed from 
boats several battalions,’ and adds that 
‘measures were taken to attack’ and drive 
off the enemy.” These measures do not 
appear me to have borne fruit; for 
yesterday $ Berlin report had no further 
light to throw on the subject than that 
Austro-Hungarian monitors had destroyed 
cne of the Rumanians’ pontoon bridges,

once estimated that its passage in the 
face oí resistance would cost the invaders 
fifty thousand men. The Rumanian 
crossing, however, has all the appearance 
of a surprise. In such an operation it is 
the first step which counts. Once the 
invaders are so securely posted on the 
southern bank as to cover the passage, 
they should be reinforced quickly 
enough to make good their holding, 
and should be able to advance 
from it before the defenders can concen- 
trate powerfully enough to eject them. 
The Rumanians and Russians are endea- 
vouring to prevent such a concentration 
by simultaneously attacking Marshal von 
Mackensen'’s Army in the Dobrudja on his 
whole front. If all goes well witn the 
enterprise, the movement across the river 
against his communications will force him 
into a rapid retreat which will uncover 
Bulgaria to invasion on a wide front from 
the north. 


Ireland and France. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin makes a 
very welcome announcement in our 
columns today. The French Govern- 
ment has consented to a visit to Ireland 
of the Band of the famous Garde 
Républicaine, which is at present in 
London as the guest of the British 
Government. The Band will arrive in 
Dublin on Friday, and will remain for 
some days. The Lord Mayor invites sup- 
port for the formation of a representative 
Reception Committee which may give it 
a welcome worthy of the occasion. The 
Band of the Garde Républicaine has had 
a rousing welcome in London, and Dublin 
will give it a not less hearty greeting. 
Its coming will evoke old and long

It is extraordinary that a people pro 
fessing such a regard for suitur should 
not be able to gauge better the feeling that 
“ frightfulness’’ would inspire in Eng- 
land.

Details of the revenue collected in the 
last financial year were given in a Trea- 
sury return issued to-day. Perhaps, the 
most surprising revelation is that, while 
the receipts from income tax rose from 
sixty-seven mullions to over one hundred 
and twenty-six millions, those from super- 
tax fell from close on seventeen millions 
to just ever ten millions. This should 
provide a further warning to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to avoid these 
speculative taxes and hurry up with the 
long-promised reform of the income tax 
which shall put it on a fair basis from 
the bottom to the top. 

An interesting feature of the return is 
the analysis of Ireland’s contribution to 
the revenue during the past century. In 
1819 the revenue collected in Ireland 
amounted to a little over five millions. 
For the next thirty years it fell, until in 
1849 it was only a little over four millions. 
Ten years later, thanks, chiefly, no doubt, 
to Mr. Gladstone, it rose to over seven 
millions. There was another big jump 
to over eleven millions in 1900, owing to 
the taxes imposed during the South 
African War, and another last year to 
over eighteen millions, under the prov- 
sions of the War Budgets. 

When we come to what the Treasury 
calls the “estimated true revenue, ir. 
land,” the above figures are subject t 
some slight reduction. But the most 
noticeable feature is the steady decline in 
the proportion of Ireland's contribution 
to the reyenue of the United Kingdom. 
In 1860 it touched high-water mark at 
H.12 per cent. But since then it has 


gradually fallen, until last year it was no 


more than 5.52 per cent. ‘This is due to 
the enormous increase in the cost of Irish 
administration. In 1819 it was just over 
& million and a half. In the next half- 
century it had very nearly doubled, and 
since then it has gone up by leaps and 
bounds, until for last year it is put down 
as over 124 millions. 

Trish taxpayers may derive some con- 
solation for the burdens that the war has 
laid upon them from the knowledge that 
ráis ta is again paying her way. She 
did so all through the last century, but 
from 1910 onwards her true revenue, 
to the Treasury computation, 


was always less than the expenditure 


upon her to the extent of a million or: 


more. But in 1914-15 she made a modest 
contribution—£266,500—to Imperial ex- 

nditure, and last year the amount rose 
to the very respectable figure of £5,332,000 


—the same within a few thousand pounds 


of the £5,396,000 to which Mr. Gladstone 
had screwed it up in 1859-60.

SUPPORT REQUIRED. 

It need hardly be pointed out that the Tip- 
perary scheme touches only the fringe of the 
problem.

The problem, 
to be successfully handled, needs, however, 
cordial co-operation on a large scale between 
the military and civil authorities. The Tip- 
perary Committee evidently appreciate this 
point, as they have recently decided upon a 
scheme which will keep discharged soldiers in 
touch with those who are stil) under military 
control.

MH. DRURY AND AMATEUR 
INQUIRIES. 


Yesterday, in the Southern Police Court, 
Dublin, Miss Gargan, probation officer, made a 
statement to the magistrate (Mr. Drury). with 
reference te a case in which she had applied to 
have a boy committed to an industrial school. 
She said that a couple of weeks previously she 
found the boy. wandering. She brought him 
before the magistrate, and had him sent to 
Artane. The Chief Inspector of Industrial 
Schools (Surgeon-Colonel ar Flinn) had since 
asked the Chief Conimissioner of Police to see 
if she was telling the truth in the matter, and 
Inspector Barrett, having been instructed, called 
upon her, She, however, objected to go to the 
police station to be questioned. The mother of 
the boy was a widow, and was trying to saw 
up her children for several years. The boy h 
become wild, and refused to go to school. She 
would be quite satisfied if inquiries were made 
through the chief clerk of the Police Court as 
to how she had discharged her duty, but not if 
the police were sent to see if she was telling the 
truth. 

AMATEUR INVESTIGATIONS. 

Mr. Drury was quite sure that whatever Im 
spector Barrett had done he had done with his 
usual courtesy. There could be no complaimt 
against the inspector, as he had acted under 
instructions. He, however. had no jurisdiction 
in the matter of these inquiries; and was not 
surprised that Miss Gargan should have refused 
to go to the police station or to give any in- 
formation to Inspector Barrett. It seemed to 
him that an inquiry whether a lady of Mias 
Gargan's position, and an official of that court, 
was telling the truth or not on oath leít a 
great deat 


of room for better manners. He 
was curious to know what happened in cases of 
that kind. A few years previously, during the 
régime of the late Chief Secretary, Mr. Birrell, 
there were several cases of the kind, and some 
amateur inquiry was started. The authorities 
did not seem to be satisfied with the jurisdiction 
exercised on that bench; but so far as he knew, 
under the Act, the obligation was upon that 
Court to inquire whether the case was & proper 
and legal one for an industrial school. Now, 
there seemed to be cases where there was an 
amateur investigation afterwards as to whether 
the Court had been properly informed, an 

whether the witnesses before it had told the 
truth as to the prospects of a child being sent 
to an industrial school. It seemed that there 
was now going to be a recrudescence of that 
activity. The taking of children out of in- 
dustrial schools might be a serious trouble and 
an injustice to the children themselves and to 


others. 
THE RELEASE OF CHILDREN, 
Mr. Drury went on to speak of two cases. 
In the first the magistrates in Kingstown, hav- 
ing inquired into it, sent two poor children to 
an industrial school. To the surprise of the 
people who had brought the case~-gentiemen of 
position: one of them was a clergyman—an 
order came from the Chief Secretary to dis- 
charge the children from the industrial school. 
The children were absolutely without resource ; 
and a respected clergyman of the Roman 
Catholic Church took them into his own house 
and kept them while some inquiry was made. 
As a result of that inquiry, it was shown that 
the statements which led to the amateur im- 
vestigation were unfounded, and it proved to 
a proper case for an industrial school; and 
the children were re-committed. If the view 
that had been presented as to the question of 
“wandering ' was correct, these children were 
now improperly in an industrial school. The 
other case was much more serious. A little 
boy, who was illegitimate, was committed to an 
industrial school, and his worship could not 
conceive a case more fit for such an institution. 
The boy had no way of supporting himself, ex- 
capt by begging or stealing. But to the sur- 
he of the manager of Artane School, he got 
irections from the Chief Secretary to discharge 
that boy. The manager had no alternative to 
keeping him but to turn him out upon the road 
and leave him to the care of Providenes. Al- 
though not entitled to a penny from the Go- 
vernment funds or the ratepayers, he kept the 
boy in the school, as there was no one who 
could take charge of him. 
FALSE ECONOMY. 

These amateur investigations appeared to 
have unfortunate results. He could only exer- 
cise his duty and his discretion in these cases. 
The amateur investigations appeared to be the 
result of hearsay, and there was a hearsay 
examination after everything had heen . done 
that was provided. by the administration of the 
Court. He could not think that these inquiries 
were made for the purpose of economy; for he 
could not imagine a worse way of economising 
than refusing children admission to industrial 
schools. There were hundreds and hundreds of 
children going about the streets who should 
not be ia to do so; and it was well known 
to the Courts and to the police that juvenile 
crime had increased to an enormous extent in 
the city during the previous twelve or eighteen 
months. 

Miss Gargan said she would have to brin 
before the our another case, where a boy ha 
been discharged from an industrial school, and 
had again got beyond the control of his mother. 
She would now apply to have him re-commiited 
as & criminal. 

Mr. Drury—It is no part of your duty to 
bring these eases forward. There was one 
instance in which a lady brought a case, and it 
was suggested that the lady acted improperly 
in doing so. I know that it is with great re- 
luctance you bring these cases. That inquiry

The annual meeting of the Trish Auxiliary 
of the Zenana Bible and Medical Mission was 
held yesterday afternoon in the Gregg Memo- 
rial Hall, Dawson street, Dublin. Sir Robert 
Kennedy, K.O.M.G., presided. 
The meeting was opened with the singing of a 
hymn and prayer by Rev. J. Donald, M.A. 
The anoual report contained the following :— 
The society was founded sixty years ago by the 
late Lady Aimnmaird and a few of her friends who 
desired to send the Gospel of Christ to the women 
of india. It now has auxiliaries in Scotland, 
treland, Canada, and Australia. The society has 
47 ehools, with nearly 3.000 scholars, five hospi- 
tals at Lucknow, RBenares, Patna, Nasik, and 
Jaunpaur, and twelve dispensaries; training insti- 
tutions for orphans, gitis, and converts, and homes 
for willows; seven thousand zenanas and 688 
villages are visited. Some work is done amongst 
lepers in co-operation with other societies. 
The Chairman said that in the course of his 
diplomatic career he had, both in the Far West 
and in the Far East, come into contact with 
the missionaries, and knew something of the 
nature of their work. from time to time he 
used to be able to give them a certain amount 
of support and protection when they found 
themselves confronted with political difficulties 
and oppression at the hands either of the 
people of the country or of their: Government. 
He was bound to say, from hia general know- 
ledge of miastonaries, that he admired the 
courage and devotion to duty which they exhi- 
bited not only in ministermg to tha spiritual 
needs of the people, but also to their bodily 
needs. Undoubtedly, they must all recognise 
it as their bounden duty to assist in promul- 
gating Christian doctrines amongst all peoples, 
and that duty was specially incumbent upon 
them when they dealt with peoples and coun- 
tries that were under the influence of British 
rule. In spreading those Christian doctrines, 
however, he would venture to suggest that 
they could not be too careful to found them- 
selves, aa, indeed, this mission did, upon pure 
Biblical Christianity. Their missionaries 
should make it a point of honour to be as un- 
denominational as possibie, and, above all, never 
to teach anything as absolutely necessary to 
faith which could not be proved out of Holy 
Scripture. Once the elements of Christianity 
bad taken root among the people, then the 
people could adopt such form of Church wor- 
ship as might suit their own peculiar idiosyn- 
cracies. The Zenana Mission was a mission for 
the medical and spiritual needs of the women 
of India. He had never been to India him- 
self, but he could form a pretty accurate idea 
of the kind of life the women lived in senanas. 
Statesmaniike, virile men could not be born of 
women without education, who were looked 
upon simply as a little removed above the lower 
animal creation. The raising of the status of 
women was one of the first principles of their 
Christian religion. Another cardinal principle 
of Christianity, to which they were, to a cer- 
tain extent, indebted to Women, was the 
doctrine of the Resurrection, because it was a 
woman who first discovered that great doctrine 
that Christ had risen. Therefore, those who 
were omgage’s like those missionaries of the 
Zenana Mission, in a country like India, in 
raising the aintus of woman, and placing her in 
a proper position, to stand by the side of, and 
be the companion of, man, deserved the most 
cordial support. He commended the work to 
their earnest support and consideration, (Ap- 
piause.)
